striker and consistently the National Soccer League’s 

high scoring marksman, somewhat incredibly has 
never been drafted into a national squad. Further still, and 
amazingly so, Cardozo has never been selected for any 
national squad at any level. 

Despite being the League's most consistent goalscorer over 
the past three consecutive seasons, Cardozo most mysteriously 
remains unjustifiably uncapped for Australia, 

Ithappened yet again last week. This time Australia’s recently 
appointed new national coach Frank Farina didn’t give Cardozo 
a fleeting thought, 

A huge 27 man squad (see Page 2) was released by Farina to 
the media for Australia’s two coming matches next month, in 
Sydney and Melbourne, against the touring, and fully anticipated 
to be, Brazil's Olympic team. 

Provisionally, Farina has selected no less than six strikers in 
this squad, yet the name of the high scoring Cardozo was again 
‘Missing. 

For the past three seasons, Cardozo has been the League’s top, 
or near top goalscorer, yet still he fails to earn selection by a

To quote the Late Professor Julius Sumner-Miller who used to 
repeatedly question, but in the field of physics, not Soccer: “And 
why is this so?” 

The six strikers that Farina last week drafted into his provi- 
sional squad were: Paul Agostino, John Aloisi, Sean Babic, 
Aurelio, Vidmar, Mark Viduka and David Zdrilic. 

But surely Cardozo rated a call up in front of at least two of 
the aboye selected. 

Last Saturday week, Cardozo exploded into action as he rat- 
led up the NSL's first hat-trick of the season against the 


Wollongong Wolves at Brandon Park, to steer his Sydney team 
toa crushing 0-4 win. 

It's been rumoured that Cardozo has never been able to cap- 
ture the eye of any national selector due to his lack of mobility 
plus the much higher profile possessed by most of the other 
strikers from our European ‘foreign legion’. 
~ As for pace, three of the above six strikers selected by Farina 
have little, or no mobility whatsoever. z 

And as far the technical skills department is concerned, 
Cardozo unquestionably can more than match the entire six 
named above. 

The NSL’s 26 year old ace-striker, with his exceptional 
vision, superb silky skills and undoubted capacity to consistently 
hit the target, surely deserved a call up to wear the ‘Green and 
Gold”. 

It's not only Cardozo’s gifted ability to score that makes him 
such a very valuable player. He is also possessed with a great 
degree of unselfishness. 

This wonderful attribute, galvanised with his most splendid 
flair for creativity, has enabled Cardozo to set up numerous goals 
over the seasons for his team-mates, ala what the fabulous Paul 
Trimboli has been doing for years with current Australian 
League champions, South Melbourne. 

How many times have we witnessed the skilled Cardozo, with 
stealth, drift to drag his ‘minder’ out wide and out of action, 
before suddenly unleashing a lethal and most accurate quality 
cross into the box for another to score? 

For the Sydney match, against Brazil (November 14th), Farina 
will assemble his squad and base it at the plush Star City Hotel 
whilst contemplating the use of North Sydney Oval as his train- 
ing pitch.

hen people think of Aussies playing 
abroad, they think of Bosnich, Zelic, 
Kewell and Viduka. 


But for most of the 100 plus Aussies overseas, 
life is far removed from the glamour and glitz of 
that of the above mentioned Socceroos, 

Damien Beattie is one example of an Aussie 
doing it tough overseas. 

Beattie, who celebrated his 21st birthday last 
Sunday, is goalkeeper for English non-league club 
Tikeston Town. 

He headed overseas three years ago and landed 
a professional contract with then English Division 
Two club Notts County.

There has been a lot of talk recently in Soccer 
circles about what is the right number of teams 


to have in the NSL 
Starting next season 
once a criteria is 
put in place for all 
the clubs to fulfil. 

A lot of people 
would say 16 or 
even 18 teams, is 2 
the perfect number 
under normal circumstances. 

But these are not normal circumstances, 
because the game is still developing here at the 
top level, plus Australia is not a part of Europe, 
where they don't have a finals system. 

Then there are those who think that ten teams 
is plenty, or enough, because we don't have 
sufficient numbers of top quality players for any 
more than that. 

‘The truth is that because of Australia's unique 
position of having finals played at the end of the 
normal championship season, no number is fully 
satisfactory in Australia at this stage. 

Let's examine all the even numbers with the 
problems they pose. (Odd numbers require a 
bye). Starting with the lowest numbers of 8 or 
10. Neither is any good, as it would not provide 
a proper geographical spread for a national 
competition, if both Sydney and Melbourne had 
more than two teams each, 

Twelve teams give a better geographical 


spread, but with 33 rounds would have an 
unbalanced number of home and away games 
between all teams. 

With 14 teams the talent is starting to spread 
around and thin out a bit more, but the main 
problem would be a shorter season of 26 rounds. 

Thirty-nine rounds is not an option, as it 
makes the season too long (including finals), 
and also unbalances the home and away games 
as well. 

As for 16 teams remaining, as I said earlier it 
is the ideal number in future, but not at this 
Stage. 

So what is the right number without having 
midweek games which should be avoided for 
financial reasons. 

My preference is for a reduction to 14 teams 
with only 26 rounds for the next two seasons at 
least. Next year with the Olympic Games on in 
this country, the NSL can't start before mid 
October with an early finish advisable in 2001, 
due to World Cup qualifying games on for the 
Socceroos. 

Also an early finish for the following season 
is advisable, if the World Cup in Japan and 
Korea starts in late May or early June. 

That's where 26 rounds plus finals fits in 
perfectly for two seasons. 

Hopefully after that the circumstances will 
allow a return to a 16 team competition of high 
quality standard football.

CLEVELAND STREET HIGH SCHOOL 
40TH ANNIVERSARY REUNION DINNER (1960-2000) 


Dear Sir, 

T have read with interest the items concerning 
Cleveland St Boys' High School, the imposing list 
of eminent past students, including Socceroo 
Captain, Johnny Warren, and their sporting 
achievements from the first intake of students in 
1956. 

I am most grateful that someone of Johnny's 
ability as a soccer player has been produced by the 
school. 

It compensates for the less than glorious 
"Clevo" soccer team of 1942 (or it may have been 
1943), of which I and ten other displaced rugby 
league players were members. The school was 
then Cleveland Street Intermediate High School. 

But how did rugby league's loss become 
soccer's gain? 

Well, a gunner of a Japanese submarine was the 
cause of my association with soccer. 

‘When he lobbed a small shell or two into Bondi 
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it precipitated an exodus of the well-heeled kids to 
the safety of the Blue Mountains and points west 
leaving the poor and under-privileged rugby 
league teams short of players in my 7 stone 6 Ib 
team and the next weight grade higher. 

The sports master at the time explained to we 
"macho" league types that weight was not a factor 
in soccer and that he could put the dregs of the two 
teams together to make up one soccer team. 

The alternative was to miss sport and retire to 
the library on sports afternoons. 

Flexing our muscles and beating our chests we 
opted for soccer, the sissy's game. There's nothing 
complicated in kicking a round ball. 

Piece of cake. We were convinced we would 
finish on top although most of the season was 
over. 

Our first game against Homebush High 
established Clevo as a potential record-setter. 
Down 14-0 and the game was called off soon after 


half-time due to heavy rain. 

Our form was maintained throughout the 
remainder of the three or four games which 
followed and we very graciously did not embarrass 
any opposing goalkeeper by scoring a single goal. 

While we performed with’ some dignity as 
league players we were run off our feet by the 
fitter soccer players. 

The fact that we had no coaching and had no 
instruction as to rules of the game was probably a 
contributing factor to the less than glorious 
performance of what I believe was the first soccer 
team to represent good old Clevo in the world 
game. 

T hope John Economos did not deliberately 
ignore the first team and its unique record. 

Maybe if the Japs had fired the shells earlier in 
that season we may have even scored a goal.

Promotion and relegation would work like 
this: 

The last placed team in Division One is 
replaced with the winner of Division Two. 
The 2nd and 3rd teams in Division Two play 
each other over two legs, with the winner 
playing the 9th team in Division One with the 


winner gaining or retaining Division One sta- 


T would also have Division One Play-offs 

The top four teams make the finals. With 
the Ist team playing the 4th and the 3rd play- 
ing the 2nd over two legs with the winners 
playing each. 

The final is to be played in the city of the 
team which finished highest in the regular 
season, 

Along with the new second division I 
would have a "decent" cup competition. 

Tn this case the bottom eight Division Two 
clubs play each other. The winners join the 
Division One clubs in round two. 

Random draws are to be made before every 
round, following the F.A. Cup tradition. The 
cup should be played during the season and 
not be a mickey mouse pre-season comp. 

The final should be played near the end of 
the season and a weekend should be set aside 
for the final. The winner can play the league 
winner at the start of the next year (as in 
England with the Charity Shield). 

In this model all the current clubs remain as 
well as introducing four new clubs, Adelaide 
United, Fremantle, North Queensland and 
Hobart. Allowing both divisions to have clubs 
in all areas of Australia (until they go down or 
get promoted). 

The teams named above may not be the 
right ones but the ones which I feel would 
make the best Division One competition. 

You can also have two leagues of 12 clubs 
with the introduction of clubs from 
Christchurch, Cronulla (Sydney), Townsville 


and Waverley (Melbourne) or Geelong. 

All new clubs would be new clubs (not cur- 
rent state league clubs) financed from private 
capital. Soccer Australia can offer licences in 
the areas which they wish to introduce new 
clubs and any firm with the capital can come 
in and start the club. 

Current state league clubs shouldn't be 
allowed in the new second division because 
many of the clubs who are the front runners in 
being part of the second division are already 
next to NSL clubs. For example, Green Gully 
is next to Knights Stadium). 

In the case of Bulleen who have the money, 
they don't have a ground fit for the league and 
little support. If they moved they would have 
to share with another NSL club and once 
again you would have two clubs in the same 
place. 

By reducing the current league and adding 
a few new clubs you have a good second divi- 
sion with clubs which can sustain themselves 
in and are run in a professional way. 

If this format is used it will allow for foot- 
ball to be played for over 40 weeks of the 
year and give everyone something to play for. 

If Soccer Australia is really looking at hav- 
ing a second division then this is the best for- 
mat (in my opinion), because if state league 
clubs are used they will never survive in 
Division One if they are promoted.

On the half hour Turnbull started to make amends as 
he turned a low Pondeljak drive onto the post. There

SYDNEY OLYMPIC 
WOLLONGONG WOLVES 1

lydney Olympic last Sunday night were almost 

completely caught out by a rejuventated and 
defiant Wollongong Wolves that gallantly forced a 
well earned 1-1 draw as part revenge at the Belmore 
Sportsground, after having easily crushed the Wolves 
0-4 the week before at Brandon Park. 

Wollongong coach Nick Theodorakopoulos despite 
having suffered the humiliating 0-4 thrashing just eight 
days priof from the same opponent, surprisingly adopted, 
and utilised, an adventurous attacking 3-4-3 formation to 
have a real go at Olympic.

We had been working on set pieces 
all week and tonight I got there first to score. 

“But our joy was quickly gone and 1 was most 
disappointed as we immediately conceded a goal through 
sheer lack of concentration.” 

Within 30 seconds of the match being restarted, 
Wollongong ‘had balanced the books" at the other end 
through the newly signed Young. 

Substitute Anthony Surjan who just six minutes 
before had come on to replace Noel Spencer, quickly 
raided down the right flank to cross to the back stick to 
easily find the very well positioned Young who scored 
with a first time drive. 

When asked how he felt after the game, Young said: 
“Tired. Having scored my first goal in Australia in my 
first game, well it felt real good and I enjoyed it, 

“It's far more technical here than in the lower 
divisions of England as you have more time on the ball. 
‘And really, I prefer this style.” 

As early as in the sixth minute, Wollongong’s central 
midfielder Noel Spencer rifled a cracking 25 metre drive 
which was well on target that tested Olympic’s goalie 
George Bouhoutsos. 

In a dour first half struggle, Olympic’s only threat 
came eight minutes before the break as striker Pablo 
Cardozo drifted wide on the left to cross to the far post. 
But lanky stopper Ante Juric who had ventured well 
forward, ballooned his effort well over the top of the bar, 

Four minutes after the break the alert Young set 
Wollongong on the attack by releasing the mobile Scott 
Chipperfield with a great ball for a 35 metre raid. But 
once inside the Olympic box Chipperfield was brilliantly 
blocked by a well timed Juric tackle. 

Another long ball from Young in the 55th minute 
found Chipperfield blasting from 20 metres that 
rocketed to shave the right upright. 

Best performers for Olympic were young midfielder 
Peter Zorbas, central defender Scott Baillie with wide 
man on the right, Brett Emerton, whilst Wollongong’s 
best were Young, industrious centre-back David 
Cervinski and lanky goalkeeper Leslie Pogliacomi. 

‘Wollongong’s coach Nick Theodorakopoullos said: “I 
was tonight looking for a much more committed effort 
and my players responded even though we didn’t have 
the bounce of the ball. I felt we were the better team 
even though it was the first time that Cervinski, Young 
and Pogliacomi have started together. We still have 
Ceccoli to come in with Surjan when he returns to form. 
Tf this match was a boxing contest we would have taken 
the points. 

“Our goalkeeper (Pogliacomi ) made no mistakes as 
the week before it was us that contributed more to our 
heavy defeat (0-4) against Olympic.”

arcelona’s stunning 4-2 win 

over Arsenal in the 

Champions League last week 
could signal the end of one df English 
soccer’s most respected institutions 
— Arsenal’s famous back five. 

Goalkeeper David Seaman (425 
Arsenal appearances), Lee Dixon (521), 
Nigel Winterburn (553), Martin Keown 
(303) and skipper Tony Adams (595) 
were ripped to shreds by the brilliance 
of Barcelona’s counter-attacking game 
which brought goals for Rivaldo, Luis 
Enrique, Luis Figo and Phillip Cocu. 

Although Rivaldo’s goal from the 
penalty spot was the result of a clear 
dive by Cocu over the outstretched legs 
of Adams, it should not be allowed to 
hide the fact that Barcelona’s clinical 
and incisive raids left the defenders — 
all well into their 30s — outpaced and 
outrun. 

Although their collective obituary 
has been penned prematurely many 
times in the recent past after playing 
together for more than a decade, their 
immediate future as a defensive unit 
looks uncertain after conceding four 
goals together for the first time since 
manager Arsene Wenger moved to 
Highbury three years ago. 

It was also their worst defeat in 
Europe since Spartak Moscow beat 
them 5-2 at Highbury in the first round 
of the UEFA Cup in 1982. 

Wenger, normally the model of 
diplomacy and loyalty towards his 
players through good times and bad, 
spoke with unusual candour about the 
defence after the defeat which leaves

Arsenal’s qualification for the next 
phase of the competition balanced on a 
knife-edge, 

“The defence did not have a good 
day,” he said, “It was not the greatest 
— they were exposed and did not get 
any protection. 

“Tony Adams is very down, he 
always is when he loses, but I won't 
single him out. You win as a team and 
you lose as a team. 

“But it certainly showed our weak- 
ness in certain areas and we certainly 
gave them too much space, We conced- 
ed two goals in a minute very early in 
the match and from then on, against a 
team like Barcelona, you are chasing 
the game.” 

There had been suggestions that 
England manager Kevin Keegan should 
play all five Arsenal defenders against 
Scotland in the Euro 2000 playoffs next 
month — but that idea is likely to be 
forgotten about after last week’s de- 
bacle. 

Seaman, who missed the first 13 
matches of the season with a calf injury 
and was playing only his third match of 
the campaign, looked ill at ease most of 
the night. 

Although he got a hand to two of the 
four goals, he was well below the form 
that has made him England’s No.1 
choice for the last five years. 

Wenger has been preparing for the 
time when he needs to change his 
defence and has been grooming 20- 
year-old England under-21 internation- 
al Matthew Upson, the natural success- 
sor to Adams, for the day when they

can no longer compete at the highest 
level. 

‘There are other replacements waiting 
in the wings such as Silvinho, the 25- 
year-old left-sided Brazilian defender 
bought in the last northern summer 
from Corinthians, and 22-year-old 
Austrian goalkeeper Alex Manninger, 
who has impressed many when deputis- 
ing for Seaman in the last two years.

With Scotland happy to admit 
they cannot match England for 
ability, it is rather absurd to see 
Craig Brown’s team without 
McAllister in it.

“The policy we want 
is that more and more 
young people are trained 
in more and more clubs, 
so we will try to go in 
that direction to help 
these smaller clubs.” 

She declined to give 
further details. 

The landmark Bosman 
ruling in the European 


Court of Justice banned 
transfer fees for out-of- 
contract players and 
ended limits on the num- 
ber of overseas players 
in one team. 

Since then, smaller 
clubs with their own 
youth training schemes 
have complained that 
there is little return on 
their investment, as they 
soon lose their brightest 
prospects to the richest 
clubs. 

“This cannot be the 
policy we want,” Reding 
said, although she said 
the Commission, the 
EU’s executive, would 
wait until it had finalised 
its policy on drug abuse 
in sport and on a pro- 
posed sports “Action 
Plan” before publishing 
proposals on Bosman. 

Earlier this month 
Sepp Blatter, president 
of soccer’s world gov- 
erning body FIFA, said 
he was hopeful of reach- 
ing rapid agreement with 
the EU authorities on 
new tules governing the 
transfer of players. 

Blatter said FIFA 


wanted to-ensure that 
clubs which develop 
young players are fully 
compensated for losing 
them to bigger teams 
and that those which sell 
players under contract 
are compensated, while

Reding said the 15- 
member EU should be 
given greater power to 
legislate on sport in the 
review of its governing 
treaty due to take place 
next year. 

The EU’s Amsterdam 
‘Treaty currently includes 
only a protocol on sport 
and this does not allow 
the bloc to propose bind- 
ing laws. 

“T advocate the intro- 
duction into the treaty of 
a sports dimension. It’s 
fine to have a protocol 
on sport but that doesn’t 
give us a legal base.” 

Reding’s officials are
